The "Guide to Subversive Organizations", revised, 
December 1, 1961, pp. 43-^4, describes this committee as 

f ollovjs : 

"The Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms ♦ * ♦ specializes in propaganda aimed at abolishing 
the Committee on Un-American Activities and discrediting 
thr Federal Bureau of Investigation. Created in Los Angeles 
in 1952, the front organization is run by FRANK WILKINSON, 
an identified Communist viho recently resumed the full-time 
paid post of executive secretary after approximately a 
year's leave, of absence to assist in a similar campaign 
by another front in New York City, the Emergency Civil 
Liberties Committee. 

"Vfhen the Committee on Un-American Activities held 

hearings in Los Angeles, September 2-5, 1958, to inquire 
into the nature of the Party's recent reorganization in 
Cjlifomia, the Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
freedoms sponsored a series of public meetings to protest 
thi hearings and the very existence of the Committee. 
Conununlsts subpoenaed as v/itnesses were guests of honor. 

"At this tirae, leaders of the party's Southern 
Califor'nla District, v/era mobilizing Communists in the area 
for participation in an intensified campaign to abolish 
this committee of Congress. Hovj the Citizens Committee to 
Preserve American Freedoms served the party in this effort 
\!as revealed by (Communist Party) District Chairman DOROTHY 
HEALEY in a report to the party's Southern California 
District Council on September 21, 1958. Mrs. HEALEY 
declared that the party preferred public protest meetings 
to be held by the Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms rather than under party auspices because Communists 
could attend without danger of being exposed as members of the 
party. She also noted that Communists scheduled as congressional 
committee witnesses could not appeaF ijerorehanu at openly 
Communist rallies without creating the impressloxi that the party 
was conspiring v/lth witnesses to withhold information from 
h-i committee.

When 
asked who would take over the leadership of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) if he. King, were 
killed. King stated that Ralph Abernathy would probably be 
the one to assume leadership of the SCLC. 

This article set forth that King was the guest of 
honor at a dinner in the Beverly Hills, California home of 
Br.

Q* Could one of your men fall teir to your partiotilar leadership? 

K« Wellt ^ would say the Southern Ohrietian Leadership Conforenoe- 
Dr* Kalph Abernathy is the closest associate that I have and 
ny cloaest advisor and the aan who articulatee the moaninn of 
our movement extremely well and who is dedicated absolutely to 
the philoepphy of non-^iolenosi and la a great leader in hla

I think this cause is right and because of my deep feeling about 
the rlghtnesB of the oausSf it (^ives oe. oovtT&c^e to oarry on, and 
I thiiUc that one has to oon^uer the feolin^^ of death if he is 
Qoinc. to do anything constructive in life and take a atand 
a^Talnst evil* and I go along with the- view that one who has not 
found soEiethlng ao true and so meaningful and profound that ha 
will die for it Is not fit to live, ao I am prepared to face 
anything that oomes in standing up to thia atruggle with the 
great belief and the great feeling that unmerited Buffering la 
redemptive • 

Do you feel that the civil rights investiration out of 
Washington has aooompliehed anything at all? And If it haB| 
what? 

X* I think it accomplished a great dealt first, they brought the 
attention of the Kation to the situation in Selma, and brought 
to the people of Selma and the Slack Belt Ooiuitiee in general» 
the kind of eipresslon of aupport that gavo them a now eenoe of 
hope. I think the third thing that come out of it was the 
faot that these Senators were » these Hepresentatives were 

absolutely convinced that there were Glaring injustipea end 
deniala on the question of voting rigate in Selma, Alabama, 

and. on the baslo of that, acme went back and introduced bill! 
BO that wc already have eome billa that have been introduced 
by fflem'borB of the Bousa and I think that with the bills 
Introduced and the Administrative Bill that will aoon oome,

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Q« Dr. Kinp;, I vonder If you vlll not Identify the high government 
official who BRid there io a threat ac&inet your lifei if you 
will tell US vhy you don*t identify hin? 

K* Weill I am not at liberty to identify. Kany of thcee thlnga oomt 
00 nf identlally and in order to oontinue that Investijr.ation it Im 
neo<?eeary oo often not to reYeal these thln^Bf ao I would not 
like to reTeel any names* 

Q* Tou ineiat it was a high federal official who infonaed you? 

X» Well, I onn say thit the Attorney General called no on Monday and 
exprueeed great Concern about my aafety and nada it Yery clear that 
thoy fxre oonoerned** 

Q« Sid he give you inforiaation about the threat on your life? 

X« Vellt Z didn't go Into that with hio« These things are not too 
pleaeant to diccuss so I dldn*t want to go into great detail. Z 
usually like to talk witha>me of my aides about it and after that 
1 got three additional oalla which tended to oonfirm tha fact that 
throata had been made. 

Q« Yesterday a group of Republican Senators asked this questloni what 
is the White House doing to meet the need of universal registration 
lavs that were pointed up by you in iselma?- 1 wonder if you %rill 
answer this question? 

K* Weill 1 am very happy to aee these very outstanding Bepublioana 
tako this courageous and necessary stand on the inuaedlacy * tha 
need, rather - of immediate legislation. Z think there is action 
going on and Z think tho Administration is serious about this - I 
am eure that tha Attorney General Is serious when he said they 
are amoving to the point of fomallsing some bill to present to 
Congress. I3ut Z guess all of us need a little prompting at times

Q« You are not depressed that only a oout1« of hundred hav« Ahovn 
up from time to tlcie in the last few days? 

K* Oht not at all« I think the enthuolasm is ae hlch ab erer - th« ' 
detern^ination ie ae . great t and I have no doubt about the fact 
that the Kegroea In Dallas County are going thz*ough with thia anl 
they are determined to get the vote and they aren't going to 
atop imtll it happens* 

Q« Will you bo going baok to Ifarlon soon? 

X» I will be going baok Monday of next week to hold demonstrationa 
there* 

Q«, Dr. King, would you be good enough to repeat what you aaid at 

the beginning about the whole Black Kuslim situation of violenoa? 

K« Tee I this ghaetly nightmare of Tiolenoe and count er-violenee ia 
something that must be oondemned by all people of goodwill in thia 
nation* X don't thinl<^ ylolence eolvee any social probleiai it onl/ 
oreatee new and more ooinpllcated problerae* I think it ia also- 
neooBoary to say that the acBaBslnation o^ Kaloola Z was an 
unfortunnto tragedy and it reveals that there are still nuneroiu 
people in our nation who have degenerated to the point of 
expze0Blng..«.ia-ard6rt and we haven't learned to disagrea without 
being violently diaagreeable* 

I think it is even more unfortunate that thlo great tragedy 

oocurred at a time when Malcolm Z was re^evaluntlng his own 
philosophical presuppositions and moving toward a greater under- 
standing of the non-violent siovement and toweord mora tolaranoa oX 
white people, generally* 

But I think one must understand that in oondemnlng the philosophy 
of Maloolin Z, whioh I did oonstantlyt that he waa a victim of the 
dlBpalr that came into being as a result of a society that gives 
so many Negroes the nagging sense of "nobodynese*** And Just as 
one condemns the philosophy* he must be as vigorous in condemning 
the continued existence ±ti our society of the conditions of racial 
injuotloe, depreaelon and man*B inhtunanity to man. 

Z think there ie a lesson that we can all learn from this all over 

the nation end that ie that Tiolenot la Impraotioal and that now, 
more than ever before i we must pursus the course of non*vlolenoe 
to achieve a reign of justice and a rule of love in our aooiety, 
. and that hatred and vlolanoe nuat ba east into the unending limbo 
if wa are to aurviva* 

Q« fir* King, do you Intend to attend the funeral? 

K* No, beoause of the engagements that Z have here* But I will 

certainly extend my sympathy to hia wife and to hia family and, ae 
Z aaid, thie hae come ae a great ahook to ao many of us and altho 
ve had oonstant diaagreementa, X had a deep affection xor KalooloZ 
and Z am very acrry about the whole thing* 
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Q* Ib there any \ fear In your mind that ire and more Negroea 
ere becoming "ViAO-aff ected^ with non~Yiolchoe? 

t* Wo, I think - on the contrary, Hogroca arc now uora oonvlncod 
than ercr thnt non-violonoe la the noet potent weapon avallnbla 
to an oppreooed people .In their etruggle for Xreodon and for 
human dic^ity, and I think mere and more people are ooninn to 
th&t thio is the moot prnotloally sound and ciorally exoellant 
way to deal with the prohXem* 

I don*t thlnJc anyljody ahould feel that the violence that le 
proeontly taking place ia an Indication of the feeling of a 
lar/;e segment of the Negro oominunity* Z think thla repreaents 
a Tery enall, fanatical minority and nothing lika a oajority of 
the Hegroea* 

leaat follow the technique of non-Tiolenoe in their atrur,gla for 
voting rl^ta* 

Q* Is there anything short of maaeive federal intervention going to 
naka any eubatantlal change in the A tuation in Alabama? 

X* I ffiuot be honeat enough to aay and aay that realism impels oe to 
admit that the changes in Alabama and Ilioaioslppi will not come 
from within* I cannot see the changes coining short of maaeive 
federal action* Z think the feelings are too great* the eickneaa 
too deep, the maea neuroeea too pervaaive to really bring about 
the change within in terms of the benevolence of the whita power 
structure f but I think* with atrong maasive action from the 
federal government on many fronts, the people will inevitably 
yield to what oomea down from our national leadership* 

Q* Are you aatiafied« eir» that thla dedication of thla admlniatration 
la BUffloiant? 

!• Well, I woiU.d certainly say that the President In committed on 
civil rights* I have no doubt about that. He has made it clear 
that he is committed to the inplementatlon of the civil rights bill 
and that he sece the moral implication of this whole struggle to 
make integration a reality in America. So, up to now, 1 have no 
gripes with President Johnson* I think ha lias moved on with 
dedication on the matter of civil rights* 

Q* Dr* King, inasmuch as there remains this superficial contradiction 
between your remarks, even today, and the Juatiee Department, that 
there has been some kind of miaunderstanding as to who initiated 
the mention of the death throat to yout«« 

X* Vallt X don*t - X Ai4n*t kskow thara waa aay mlaundaratanding or 
oontradlation* • 
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Q« Thl8 momlnc'x I*. A* Tlneo won quite clea. ;hat the Justice 
Department eald that you Initiated the eiir.ceetlon that there 
was a plot on your life and not they. 

K» Veil, now, I never did oay that the Juetlee -t^epartnent Initiated 
the oucGCBtion* I never naiaed the person who initiated the 
oufigeetlon * When I was apcakinc in a raaBB ncetln^ on Konday 
nicht when I mentioned this, I never gave any aaiass, so I think 
the iJuetloe 2>epartment may be quite eure In eaying that because 
Mr. Katzenbaoh merely called me and ezprceeed, ae I eald, great 
oonoom I'or my eafety» but at that tine he didn't go into any 
details that 2 got about half an hour later In two other 
oonvoreatione* 

Q* I have oTie more ^ueetlon* Dr* ^ing» in the terrible oonelstenoy 
of thle»»tif soaethlng ehould happen to you, elnoe you are the 
local point of this non-Violent group, at what point then would 
that non-violenoe turn into violence? Have you thought about 
that? 

K« Well, 1 certainly hop© thot nothing happens to ae but Z will 

be the flret to eav that If eoraething ever happens to me, I would 
hope that the people who have tried to follow ny leadership and 
have oonmltted theneelvea to Joy philosophy would be ao oonunitted 
to it then as ever. I don't believe in retalltory violence and 
if eoQethln^ happens to ne or any leadez* in the non-violent 
movement, I would never advocate ^^egroes turning tc violence aa 
a retalltoxy approach to the problem* 

When you get in a non-violent movement, the one thing that you 
commit youreelf to is the fact that you are etanding up for 
truth and justice and what is right, and you arc willing to face 
death, if necessary. We teach this day in and day out that ve 
must be willing to accept blows without retaliation - and we ara 
constantly beaten In thle movement - and we go to the point of 
saying that if physloal death la the price that some nuat pay to 
free the white brothers and their children from a permanent 
psychological death and a permanent death of the spirit, then 
nothing I would feel end oertal)^ 

hope that if anything should happen to an^ of us in the non- 
violent movement, that degrees would react to this aa non-vlolently 
aa they have to the noba In KlBaiealppi and Alabama* 

Q* I would lilce to aak^ Br* 'ln^» If your organlaation glvea any 
oonslderation to the poaalbillty of another eo-oaXled "long hot 
BMimtr^p ae we had last eummer and. if ao» have you made plans 
to QuaXl or hold it dowa» or Iteep it from starting In the first 
jbesT 
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v/ell, ono hnn to UJideretond the meaning of "the lona hot 
eunimer'** I dan*t over want to feel a lone, hotf violent 
tnimrier, but I think wo will continue to have rather hot non- 
violent Buriners until thlB prohlen Is solved, and we met fao# 
the fact that although we have uade etrldea and we have made 
real prof^rcea, we etill have ft long, lon^ way to gOt not only 
in the South but in the North, and I thlnX eome of omt moet 
r\apj;i.na probloma in the future will bo in the big oitlea in 
the ^^or'th in the area of Jobs, and schools ond housing, and 
I think that rb long rb those probleraa are there, we are goln^ 
to hsvn protest aotlvitiea and dernois trationa andit will keep 
the heat allv*.
